It is also learned that the Greek 
minister of finance has issued a 
telegraphic circular to custom 
house authorities whereby goods, 
the importation of which was re- 
cently prohibited, can be imported 
into Greece, with the exception of 
automobiles, provided they were in 
the Greek customs on February 2. 

A previous exception which in- 
cluded automobiles was made for 
goods imported up to and includ- 
ing December 31, and this new cir- 
cular merely ends the permission 
for goods that had reached Greece 
as late as February 2 with auto- 
mobiles specifically excepted.
